“She’d rather have a double 
shot of Scotch right now,” con­ 
fided her husband as he hand­ 
ed her two orchids instead. 
About six hours later, Mrs. 
Mock sat on a bed in an Oak­ 
land 
hotel room, sipped her 
Scotch and told of her loneli­ 
ness in flight. 
“I couldn’t even get any good 
music on the plane’s radio.” 
she said. 
“So I sang opera.

On her current flight the 5: 
foot, 107-pound aviatrix became 
the first woman ever to fly solo 
across the Atlantic Ocean to 
Africa and the only woman ever 
to pilot a single - engine plane 
across the Pacific.

Civil Righters 


Say Cleveland 
Feels Boycott 


CLEVELAND (AP)—A civil 
rights leader says a "don’t buy” 
campaign against two down­ 
town 
d e p a r t m e n t stores 
seems to have produced some 
results in the business commun­ 
ity. 
The leader, Harold B. Willi­ 
ams, said Wednesday at a news 
conference that he was pleased 
"the business community has 
begun to make some move to 
involve itself” in the city’s civil 
lights battle. 
Williams, a coordinator of the 
United Freedom Movement, said 
he did not know which business 
leaders were making the move. 
He said he understood there 
have been a number of meet 
ings to look for alternatives in 
the school integration dispute 
and new business leadership is 
emerging. 
The UFM, a federation of 
civil rights groups, Tuesday be 
gan picketing peacefully at the 
May Co. and the Higbee Co., 
two major department stores. 
UFM leaders also have urged 
a boycott against the Cleveland 
Press, which, they say, helped 
break a two-week moratorium 
on new school construction in 
predominantly Negro neighbor­ 
hoods. Civil rights leaders say 
the new schools will lead to “re 
segregation” of pupils. 
The campaign is aimed at 
awakening the conscience of the 
business community, said Wil 
bams. He called the picketing 
"very successful, according to 
my inside information.” Store 
officials have 
declined com 
ment. 
Williams also announced more 
than 50 “freedom schools” have 
been set up so far for pupils ex 
pected to participate in a plan 
ned boycott of the city’s public 
schools Monday. 
The schools, located mainly in 
churches on the east side, will 
be taught by white and Negro 
teachers. They will emphasize 
materials on Negro history that 
have been used in school boy­ 
cotts in Boston, Chicago, and 
New York. Williams estimated 
the UFM will spend about $3,500 
on the freedom schools. 
He said Dick Gregory, Ne­ 
gro comedian, has agreed to 
come here Friday night for a 
rally for high school pupils. 
Three ethers weekend rallies 
are planned to urge support for 
the boycott and freedom schools, 
Williams said. 
In other developments, some 
234 Negro civil and political 
leaders are to meet tonight in 
an effort to find a solution to 
Cleveland’s racial problems. A 
meeting of white and Negro 
community leaders is scheduled 
for Sunday. 
M. Morris Jackson, freshman 
Negro councilman and a Demo­ 
crat. Wednesday urged a mass 
resignation of the seven-mem­ 
ber Cleveland Board of Educa­ 
tion as the first step in solving 
the school integration contro­ 
versy. He told a City Council 
meeting that he thought a new 
school board could be elected 
cr appointed to bring the system 
back to community standards. 
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Scientist Reports Space 
Technology Is Perfected 


CINCINNATI (AP)—The con­ 
quest of the solar system is be­ 
coming a matter of what man 
wants to do, rather than what 
he can do, a top official of the 
nation’s space program says. 
"We’ve reached the state in 
our space program—in fact in 
all our science and technology 
where we can do many things 
we may not want to do,” Dr. 
Raymond L. Bisplinghoff said 
Wednesday in an interview. 
Just how far we do go is up 
to congress and the voters, he 
added. 
Dr. Bisplinghoff, associate ad­ 
ministrator for advanced re­ 
search and technology at the 
National Aeronautics and Space 
Administration 
(NASA), 
was 
here to speak at his alma mater, 
the University of Cincinnati. 
Men may reach the moon be­ 
fore the end of this decade, Dr. 
Bisplinghoff said in his UC Day 
speech. One forerunner of the 
liuar expeditions involves the 
Saturn V space booster and the 
Apollo three-man spacecraft. 
"The Saturn V space booster 
is a three-stage device, the first 
stage of which will lift six mil-

lion pounds from the earth’s sur­ 
face at Cape Kennedy at a speed 
of 6,000 miles per hour,” he 
said. "Each of the five engines 
of the first stage has a thrust 
of 1.5 million pounds and con­ 
sumes three tons of fuel and 
oxygen per second. 
“At 6,000 miles per hour the 
five engines of the first stage 
drop off and fall into the ocean 
this side of Africa. The second 
stage takes over and speeds the 
vehicle to 15,000 miles per hour 
at which the second-stage en­ 
gines drop into the Pacfic be­ 
tween Africa and Australia. 
"The third stage injects the 
remaining part of the Saturn V 
rocket and the Apollo space­ 
craft into earth orbit and, after 
it has coasted around the earth 
once, fires again to send off to 
the moon the 45-ton Apollo space 
craft.” 
The Apollo space craft will 
go into orbit around the moon 
and the astronauts will land on 
the mocn’s surface in a smaller 
craft carried aboard the Apollo. 
They will return to the Apollo 
space craft for the trip back lo 
Earth, Dr. Bisplinghoff added.

who wasn’t even there. 
And Pennsylvania’* Gov. Wil 
liam Scranton—who could rock 
himself to sleep with the monot 
onous insistence that he has no 
presidential ambitions while ad­ 
mitting he’d accept a “draft 
is still considered a likely Re­ 
publican presidential prospect 
Yet, there are probably not 
IO Republicans in IOO outside 
Pennsylvania 
who have any 
idea what Scranton thinks on 
any issue or even what kind of 
governor he has been. 
Wallace went into the Wiscon­ 
sin primary and captured 25 
per cent of the total vote, prov­ 
ing if it needed proving, that 
a lot of Northern whites are 
just as much segregationist as 
Southern whites. 
Then in the Illinois primary 
—where his name wasn’t even 
on the ballot—more than 4,500 
people wrote it in, giving him 
more votes than Rockefeller. 
S c r a n t o n , Michigan’s Gov. 
George Romney, and Harold 
Stassen. 
Mrs. Smith campaigned hard 
in the New Hampshire primary 
last month and wound up down 
near the bottom of the list with 
only 2,120 votes. In this week’s 
Illinois primary she said she 
spent only $85 on two campaign 
appearances. 
But when the returns came in 
she had almost 200,000 votes. 
Goldwater got 480,000. Their two 
names were the only ones on the 
ballot. 
The Illinois write-in voters 
weren’t satisfied with Goldwater 
or Mrs. Smith. They wrote in 
Lodge, giving him over 52,000 
votes, and former Vice Presi­ 
dent Richard M. Nixon, giving 


him over 24,000. 
But the real weirdy in all of 
it is tho popularity of Lodge 
who—because he is U.S. ambas­ 
sador to Viet Nam under the 
J ohnson 
administration—hasn’t 
said a word about what he 
thinks on domestic issues. 
And, because he hasn’t held 
political office in 14 years— 
since John F. Kennedy took his 
Senate seat away from him in 
1952—probably few Republicans 
can remember where he stands 
or what he thinks on an y th in g. 
Yet in the New Hampshire 
primary, where his name was- 
not even on the ballot and vot 
ers decided to write it in, he 
finished first over all other Re­ 
publicans who are, or want to 
be, considered for their party’s 
nomination. 
He came out ahead of Cold­

4) N ever put a poison or toxic 
substances

signed to hold food — m ilk bot­ 
tles, soft drink bottles, cereal 
boxes, etc. 
5) Recognize children's cu r­ 
iosity, and the fact th at they 
will ea t or drink anything re ­ 
gardless of its flavor. 
6) Teach children th a t there 
a re som e things that belong to 
adults only, and the youngsters 
m ust leave them alone.

At a tim e when the anti-pov­ 
erty 
cam paigners 
in W ashing­ 
ton are pondering w ays of pro­ 
viding vocational education in 
secondary schools for kids who 
don’t seem to be able to m ake 
connections with 
the 
w o r k- 
ing econom y of the country, the 
R ussians are apparently discov­ 
ering that such education can 
be m ighty disappointing. 
It was ju st

ago 
th at P rem ier K hrushchev, who 
is willing to try anything once, 
decided th a t k i d s 
m ight 
as 
well com bine their high school 
education with work. This sort 
of thing is done on the college 
level in the U nited States, not­ 
ably at A n t i o c h College in 
Ohio, 
and at Bennington and 
G oddard coUeges in Verm ont. 
These progressive colleges ex­ 
cuse their students from class 
for a couple of m onths each 
w inter to take jobs in indus­ 
try. The rationale is th a t when 
education and “ life” are t h u s 
brought closer 
together, 
t h e 
student wiU learn m ore about 
adjusting theory to reality 
in 
getting on in this world. 
Adapting the Antioch-Benning- 
ton idea to the R ussian scene, 
the Soviet governm ent decreed 
in 1958 th at students in the up­ 
per 
high 
school 
y ears should 
spend two days each week w ork­ 
ing in factories or on farm s 
This “ p ractical” exposure to la ­ 
bor was designed to supplem ent 
both theoretical instruction and 
actual vocational training in the 
high schools. But apparently it 
hasn’t had any g o o d results 
It has, according to a spate of 
articles 
in 
the 
Soviet press, 
served to w eaken the education­ 
al level of the h i g h schools, 
postponed 
student 
access 
to 
higher education, and contribut­ 
ed virtually n o t h i n g to the 
working skills of the younger 
Soviet generations. 
Because the Soviet farm s and 
factories aren ’t set up to m ake 
room for high school students 
on a 
two-day-per-week 
basis, 
Soviet boys and girls have found 
them selves spending m o s t of 
the tim e on t h e i r “ industry 
•days” 
s t a n d i n g 
around 
•while the full - tim e adult w ork­ 


e rs go about their norm al busi­ 
ness. W hat the kids get is con­ 
tem ptuously referred to as “ ov­ 
er- the - shoulder practice,” In­ 
stead of 
teaching 
them 
real 
skills, this “ shoulder” work has 
actually encouraged a distaste 
for any toil that involves sweat. 
M oreover, it has 
w asted 
two 
days in each week that might 
have gone into solid training in 
m athem atics, physics and other 
intellectual fundam entals t h a t 
would be of g reat use to stu­ 
dents in later life. 
Soviet pedagogical m agazines 
say th at the 
p r o g r a m of 
“ shoulder practice” is intoler­ 
able. But the problem is how to 
get the news through to K hrush­ 
chev. 
The collapse of K hrushchev’s 
1958 
hopes 
for 
a 
successful 
new ” form of education for 
Soviet children has gone hand in 
hand with the f a i I u r e of oth­ 
er 
“ progressive” 
experim ents 
which the pragm atic N ikita has 
cherished.

been a

disappointm ent. 
His attem pt to dom esticate the 
c u l t u r e of Iowa corn — or 
m aize — in an unfavorable cli­ 
m ate belt has not added appre­ 
ciably to the R ussian larder. 
The good thing about K hrush­ 
chev’s pragm atism , however, is 
th at 
it 
can 
contem plate 
the 
abandonm ent 
of 
unsuccessful 
projects in favor of other ideas, 
w hether old or new. The edu­ 


cators should not find it too dif­ 
ficult to get K hrushchev to lis­ 
ten to them . 
Who knows, m aybe the boss 
of the K rem lin will one day dis­ 
cover that Com m unism is in it­ 
self a failure. He seem s to be 
trem bling on the verge of such 
discovery in several areas. In 
eastern Europe, according to a 
Budapest dispatch by the Wall 
Street Jo u rn al’s Ray Vicker, in­ 
dustries are being told to sub­ 
ordinate pure C om m unism to 
the needs for m aking a profit 
in a supply - and - dem and mar­ 
ket. Certain east European in­ 
dustries have even been permitt­ 
ed to lay off unnecessary work­ 
ers. 
Since K hrushchev 
wants 
to 
see 
the 
H ungarian 
economy 
productive of m ore “goulash,” 
he has approved the experim en­ 
tation with “ w estern” 
techni­ 
ques. He has told Hungarian 
state farm supervisors not to 
“ kid them selves” th a t they are 
doing better than the capitalis­ 
tic farm ers of Iowa. 
But 
he 
can’t take the last step, which 
would be to approve of Indivi­ 
dual ownership of farm s. 
One gets the im pression that 
K hrushchev would like greatly 
to move to a definite “ m ixed” 
economy with m any capitalist 
features, but doesn’t dare adm it 
it. He is still afraid th a t K a r l 
M arx m ight not approve.

A Methodist commission at­ 
tending the third annual Consul­ 
tation on Christian Union issued 
a statem ent Wednesday saying

and social questions that would 
take a long time to resolve.

to bring men to a common 
mind,” the statem ent said, “it 
is difficult at this time to judge 
that a plan of union of the 
churches is feasible during the 
coming quadrennium (a four • 
year period).”

WASHINGTON (AP) — A fed­ 
eral court just has opened the 
way for sale of the giant Gen­ 
eral Aniline & Film Corp. to 
private American enterprise. 
Dist. Judge David A. Pine 
lifted an injunction he imposed 
last year which barred the Jus­ 
tice Department and a Swiss 
holding company from carrying 
out an agreement they reached 
to sett’e the 20-year-old dispute 
over ownership of the firm. 
General Aniline, a photo sup­ 
ply, dye and chemical manufac­ 
turer with plants in nine states, 
was seized by the federal gov­ 
ernment in 1942 as German 
property. This was during World 
War n. 
Intcrhandel, the Swiss holding 
company, later objected to the 
seizure, contending it owned 89.5 
per cent of the seized stock and 
as Switzerland was a neutral 
country was not subject to the 
Trading With the Enemy Act. 
The Justice Department con­ 
tended Interhandel was a front 
for the German chemical cartel 
I. G Farben. 
An out-of-court settlement was 
reached by the Justice Depart 
ment 
and 
Interhandel 
last 
spring which included sale of 
the firm to private American 
enterprise and distribution of 
the proceeds between the United 
States and Interhandel. 
The U.S. District Court was 
asked last October to approve 
the agreement. Pine later issued 
his injunction. 
In his brief order today, Pine 
said no interveners in the case 
would be adversely affected by 
the agreement worked out by 
the Justice Department and In­ 
terhandel. 
He also said the compromise 
agreement did not require court 
approval.

States are trying to superim­ 
pose a picture of “Mom’s blue­ 
berry pie.” 
Grabbing for gimmicks in its 
struggle for political survival, 
the Communist Party U.S.A.— 
CPUSA—is trying to produce 
the respectable, true-blue, all- 
American Communist. 
The party’s foundering paper, 
now the twice-weekly Worker, 
tipped the Communist hand not 
long ago. It was discussing So­ 
viet Premier Khrushchev’s 1957 
prediction that U.S. grandchil­ 
dren would “live under social­ 
ism.” Said the Worker, which 
once ridiculed capitalists for 
promising pie in the sky: 
“Not the Russian socialism, 
of course, but something as 
American as Mom’s blueberry 
pie.” 
The picture of blueberry pies 
betokens 
a 
desperate 
search 
for a new sales pitch. The old 
cartoon image of the bomb- 
wielding, bewhiskered Commu­ 
nist would have to go if the 
party was to get anywhere in 
a nation with the world’s high­ 
est living standard. 
The party had not lacked for 
money in the old days. From 
what 
leaders 
hinted, 
money 
came from Moscow and there 
was other money from contribu­ 
tions, dues, businesses set up by 
the party and odd millionaires 
with 
odd 
predilections 
for 
the extreme left. 
Battered by crises and Krem­ 
lin flipflops, the party came 
apart at the seams after Khru­ 
shchev in 
1956 revealed the 
awful truth about Stalin. 
Inside 
the 
U.S. 
politburo, 
then under General Secretary 
Eugene Dennis, a bitter quarrel 
raged. Dogmatic old William Z. 
Foster wanted to throw out 
Worker editor John Gates as an 
“anti-Soviet revisionist.” In the 
Worker, Gates had denounced 
the Soviet strangulation of the 
Hungarian revolt of 1956, an­ 
other of the rude shocks to the 
U.S. party’s morale. Negro lead-

The Washington government 
is trying to beef up an already 
prosperous economy.

Both governments would like 
to see their exports increase.

In the British case, the need

the balance of trade now and 
then runs against Britain. This 
puts pressure on the pound sterl­ 
ing. 
The United States for several 
years has had a favorable bal­ 
ance of trade—-its exports have 
topped imports by a 
sizable 
amount. But it sends so many 
other dollars abroad—for loans, 
granls, 
investments, 
military 
expenditures— that the U.S. bal­ 
ance of payments has been run­ 
ning a deficit. And this doesn’t 
help the dollar’s standing and 
awhile back was causing a dis­ 
turbing drain of U.S. gold re­ 
serves.

MOSCOW (AP)—In the Unit­ 
ed States, the motel followed 
the development of travel by 
private automobile. In the So­ 
viet Union, the 
motel came 
first. 
Two have been opened on the 
highway that encircles Moscow, 
just beyond the point at which 
prefabricated apartment houses ; 
are turning rolling farm land; 
in to suburbs. More motels are I 
planned. 
They aren't exactly motels as 
you Americans know them. Ve­ 
hicles go into a parking lot and 
the customers walk through the 
lobby 
and 
upstairs 
to 
their 
rooms. 
The Russians have taken the 
American word “ motel” and put 
it on combinations of hotel, 
service station and garage. 
There are few private cars in 
the Soviet Union, and not many 
roads to travel. Trucks are the 
main highw ay users. Their driv­ 
ers get special consideration in 
reservations at the motel. 
Perhaps some day the present 
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trickle of foreign visitors by au­ 
tomobile will swell enough to 
provide tourist business. At the 
moment the two motels are pri­ 
marily used as annexes of Mos­ 
cow's crowded downtown ho­ 
tels. 
The motels don’t even have 
names except as affiliates of 
their 
downtown 
connections. 
But Gregori Suvorov says the 
motel he manages will some 
day be independent—“Then we’ll 
have a name of our own.” It 
I is now known as the Motel on 
the Minsk Highway. 
By the 
standard of 
many 
places where foreign travelers 
find themselves sleeping in the 
Soviet Union, such as airport 
hotels, this is a good place to 
stop. 
Each of 95 rooms has a bath­ 
room. which is an uncommon 
situation outside a few large So­ 
viet 
cities.
